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Counts and Characteristics of Home-based Providers 


This chartbook presents nationally representative estimates of all home-based care to 
children under age 13, using data from the 2012 and 2019 National Survey of Early 
Care and Education (NSECE). Home-based providers discussed in the report include 
both paid and unpaid providers of care. Three types of home-based providers are 
discussed: listed, unlisted paid, and unlisted unpaid. Key Definitions are found in the 
next section. The chartbook describes counts of home-based providers and children 
served, characteristics of care provided in home-based ECE, and characteristics of the 
individuals providing home-based ECE. The chartbook also identifies statistically 
significant changes between 2012 and 2019 for different types of home-based 
providers.

Selected findings include: 


> The number of individuals providing home-based early care and education (ECE) 
to children under age 13, not their own, declined from 2012 to 2019. The number 
of home-based providers appearing on state administrative lists — listed providers 
— declined 25 percent from 121,000 to 91,200 (See Figure 1). 


> Almost 800,000 children under age 13 received care from listed providers in 
2019, a significant decline from 2012. In 2019, about 3.5 million children under 
13 received care from unlisted paid providers and 8 million children under 13 
received care from unlisted unpaid providers, similar to numbers in 2012 (See 


Figure 2). 
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> In both 2012 and 2019, about 40 percent more unlisted vs. listed individuals 
provide home-based ECE that meets four characteristics often associated with 
family child care. Such care is: paid, in the provider's home, serves at least 4 
children, and includes care for at least one child with no prior personal 
relationship to the provider (See Figure 6 and 7). 


> Despite declines in provider counts, there is similarity in 2012 and 2019 in the 
combination of ages served and the number of children each provider serves 
(See Figure 13 and 14). 


>» Listed and unlisted, unpaid home-based providers in 2019 are more likely to be 
over age 50 and listed providers are more likely to have provided care for at least 
20 years in 2019 than in 2012 (See Figure 16 and 17). 


About the structure of the chartbook: 


The Home-based Early Care and Education Providers in 2012 and 2019: Counts and 
Characteristics contains estimates from the Home-based Provider Survey based on the 
2012 and 2019 NSECE. The Appendix contains detailed tables with point estimates and 
standard errors for each exhibit in the chartbook. The tables are numbered to align with 
their corresponding chart exhibits. 


About the data for this chartbook. This chartbook draws from data collected in the 2012 and 2019 
NSECE Home-based Provider Surveys. Each survey was conducted with individuals who regularly 
provide care in a home-based setting for children under age 13 who are not their own. The 2012 
and 2019 Home-based Provider Surveys included listed and unlisted providers. Listed home-based 
providers were sampled from state or national administrative lists of early care and education 
services. Unlisted home-based providers were drawn from an address-based sample of housing 
units screened for the presence of an adult in the household who cared for children not his or her 
own at least five hours per week in a home-based setting. 


For this chartbook, 2012 tabulations use approximately 1,500 unlisted home-based providers, and 
more than 3,800 listed providers. 2019 tabulations use data from almost 1,700 unlisted home-based 
providers and more than 4,200 listed providers. 


About the NSECE. The National Survey of Early Care and Education (NSECE) is a set of four 
integrated, nationally representative surveys conducted in 2012 and 2019. These were surveys of 
1) households with children under 13, 2) home-based providers of ECE, 3) center-based providers 
of ECE, and 4) the center-based provider workforce. Together, they characterize the supply of and 
demand for early care and education in America in 2012 and 2019 and permit better understanding 
of how well families’ needs and preferences coordinated with providers’ offerings and constraints. 
The 2019 NSECE largely replicated the design of the 2012 NSECE; both are cross-sectional 
surveys with no intentional overlap in sampled households or providers. The study was funded by 
the Office of Planning, Research, and Evaluation (OPRE) in the Administration for Children and 
Families (ACF), U.S. Department of Health and Human Services. 
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Key Definitions 


Types of Home-based Providers in this Chartbook 


These analyses use a three-part classification for individuals providing home-based 
care to children under age 13. 


Listed individuals appeared on state or national lists of early care and education 
services, such as licensed, regulated, license-exempt, or registered home- 
based providers. States use these terms with varying definitions and attach 
varying levels of program and professional standards, oversight and 
monitoring. 


Unlisted paid individuals did not appear on state or national lists, but were 
identified in households through a household screener when someone 
reported regularly caring for children not their own at least five hours per 
week in a home-based setting. Individuals in this category received payment 
for at least one child that they cared for. 


Unlisted unpaid individuals did not appear on state or national lists, but were 
identified in households when someone reported regularly caring for 
children not their own at least five hours per week in a home-based setting. 
Individuals in this category did not receive payments for the care they 
provided. This category includes family and friends who may or may not live 
in the same household as the children they regularly look after. 
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Counts of Providers and 
Children Served 


Providers serving children under age 13 


In 2019, nearly 5.2 million providers cared for children under age 13 in their homes. Of 
these, 91,200 are listed, 1.05 million are unlisted paid, and 4.03 million are unlisted 
unpaid. 


In 2019, there was a significant decline of 25 percent in the number of listed home- 
based providers relative to 2012.

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In 2019, the number of children under age 13 served by listed providers 
decreased significantly relative to 2012. 


In both 2012 and 2019, there were almost twice as many unlisted unpaid 
home-based providers as unlisted paid.

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In 2019, the number of children under age 3 served by listed and unlisted unpaid home- 
based providers declined significantly relative to 2012. 


In 2012 and 2019, far more children under age 3 were served by unlisted unpaid 
providers than by unlisted paid providers.

Home-based Early Care and Education Providers in 2012 and 2019: Counts and Characteristics 6 


NSECE Chartbook: May 2021 


In 2019, the number of children ages 3 through 5, not yet in kindergarten, served by 
listed home-based providers declined significantly relative to 2012. 


In 2012 and 2019, more than 2.02 million children 3 through 5, not yet in kindergarten, 
were served by unlisted unpaid providers while unlisted paid providers served nearly 
half as many.

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In 2019, the number of school-aged children (kindergarten to under age 13) served by 
listed home-based providers declined significantly relative to 2012.

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The ECE practice and policy communities use a variety of terms to refer to different 
segments of home-based providers. One of these terms is ‘family child care.’ Although 
the field has no single definition for family child care, we can use NSECE data to 
estimate characteristics that often appear in definitions of family child care, such as: 

i) paid care, ii) care to at least one child with no prior relationship to the provider, iii) care 
in the provider's own home, and iv) care to 4 or more children. 


In 2019, there was a significant decrease in the number of listed providers who provided 
paid care, in their own home, to 4 or more children, and to at least one child with no 
prior relationship, relative to 2012. 


In 2019, there were 106,000 unlisted providers who provided paid care, in their own 
home, to 4 or more children, and to at least one child with no prior relationship.

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In 2012 and 2019, the vast majority of listed home-based providers provided paid care, 
in their own home, to 4 or more children, and cared for at least one child with no prior 
relationship. 


The percentage of listed providers meeting all four of these characteristics were quite 
similar in 2012 and 2019.

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In 2012 and 2019, a small minority of unlisted providers provided paid care, in their own 
home, to 4 or more children, and cared for at least one child with no prior relationship. 


The percentage of unlisted providers meeting all four of these characteristics were quite 
similar in 2012 and 2019.

Providers serving children under age 13 


In 2019, the percentage of listed providers caring only for children with prior personal 
relationships decreased significantly, compared to 2012. 


For both unlisted paid and unlisted unpaid, the percentage of providers who cared only 
for children with prior personal relationships remained stable between 2012 and 2019. 


In 2019, the vast majority of unlisted unpaid providers cared only for children with whom 
they had prior personal relationship and about two thirds of unlisted paid providers did 
So.

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In 2019, the average number of children under age 13 cared for by each home-based 
provider was 8.7 for listed providers, 3.2 for unlisted paid, and 1.9 for unlisted unpaid 
providers. 


The average number of children cared for by each type of provider remained stable in 
2019 compared to 2012.

Notes: For each type of provider and year, the grey vertical line represents the interquartile range, starting at the 25" percentile and 
ending at the 75" percentile. Horizontal lines represent the mean and median number of children under age 13 cared for at least 5 
hours a week. The median is the value separating the higher half from the lower half of the distribution of each type of home-based 
providers. For example, the median number of enrolled children was 6.8 for listed providers in 2012. This means that half of listed 
home-based providers had more than 6.8 children regularly enrolled and half of listed home-based providers had less than 6.8 
children regularly enrolled in 2012.Because home-based providers often provide part-time care, not all children may ever be present 
at the same time. 
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In 2019, 62 percent of listed providers reported receiving reimbursements from 
government programs, while only 18 percent of unlisted paid providers indicated 
receiving reimbursements from these programs.

Providers serving children under age 13 


In 2019, there was a significant increase in the percentage of listed home-based 
providers who are 50-59 years old and also providers who are 60 or older. Listed 
home-based providers also saw a significant decrease in the percentage who are 40-49 
years old and those who are 30-39 years old. Unlisted paid providers saw significant 
percentage decreases in providers 50-59 years old. Unlisted unpaid home-based 
providers saw significant decreases in the percentage of 40-49 and 50-59 year old 
providers, and a significant increase in the percentage of providers 60 or older, 
compared to 2012.

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In 2019, listed home-based providers were significantly more likely to have more than 
20 years of experience caring for children, not their own, than they were in 2012. In 
contrast, unlisted unpaid providers in 2019 were significantly /ess likely to have more 
than 20 years of experience than they were in 2012. 


In terms of providers with less experience, a smaller percentage of /isted providers had 
5 to 10 years of experience in 2019 compared to 2012. Also, a smaller percentage of 
unlisted unpaid providers had 1 to 5 years of experience in 2019 compared to 2012.

In 2019 relative to 2012, a significantly greater percentage of listed home-based 
providers reported that their main reason for caring for children was career-related. A 
significantly smaller percentage of listed providers reported a convenient work 
arrangement or earning money as the main reason for caring for children. 


In both 2019 and 2012, unlisted unpaid providers reported that their main reason for 
caring for children was to help children or children’s parents. However, relative to 2012, 
in 2019, a significantly ower percentage of unlisted unpaid providers reported helping 
children or the children’s parents as their main reason for caring for children.
